The Key is assembling. From 


the IFC office they come. 


From the Student Senate. 
From Sachems. From 
Pan-Hellenic. The Key is 
assembling to perform the 
springtime ritual of fitting 
itself into applicant locks, and 
to turn those locks to the task 
of campus leadership. Five 
freshmen, two sophomores, 
and one Junior. 

The Key, of course, is the 
Rhode Island Blue Key 
Society, those honorary ushers 
whose powder-on-navy may be 


seen in any of those: 


previously-mentioned offices, 
as well as at an untaxing 
number of University functions 
throughout the year.

we are much more concerned

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article. However, for the 
benefit of all the, as yet, 
untried locks, I would like to 
briefly describe the beginning 
of my beginning.

Objection to the increase 
was voiced by Dr. Robert 
Lepper of the Botany 
Department, who  disagreed 
with the addition of a graduate 
student, saying '' have seen 
very few graduate students 
contribute anything to this 
university per se." 

The question of control was 
also discussed, since increasing 
the student representation 
would put the students in a 
power position. The problem 
centered around the vague 
wording of 4 letter from the 
NCAA which stated that the 
control of the Athletic Council 
of a university must bé in the 
hands of the faculty and 
administration when the 
council served as the final 
authority The letter was 
unclear as to where control 
should rest when the Council 
served only as a recommending 
body, as does URI'S Athletic 
Council 

Both questions of abolishing

The three hundred or so war protesters who 
marched on the Naval Base in Newport last 
Thursday could not have been more peaceful and 
cooperative. It is tragic the same could not be said 
for state senator Erich A. O'D. Taylor and his 
band. 

I, by reputation, am not known asa "radical." I 
want peace in Vietnam just as so many American 
people do. Until last Thursday, | was totally 
against the present methods used by war 
protesters. Now 1 am not so sure. 

The senator and his group took it upon 
themselves to represent “the American people." 
They stood at the base entrance and would not 
allow any students to cross their line, obviously 
they felt that Newport police could not handle 
their jobs. At one point a demonstrator, a crippled 
veteran who walks with a cane, was punched and 
thrown to the ground by one of the five because 
"he ran into me and I had to protect myself." 

The type of thinking and actions exhibited by 
these men is exactly what is tearing our country 
apart. | say OUR country because it is my country, 
it is the country of the many students who are 
unhappy with it and wish to change it, and lastly it 
is the country of the people like Senator Taylor. It 
is their country lastly because they would rather 
see it destroyed than to face the fact that there is 
something wrong with it. They would rather run 
than stand and face the problems confronting our 
nation. 

The Preamble to the Constitution classifies an 
elected official as a public servant who should be 
responsive to public opinion. Senator Taylor, 
however, seems to disagree with this. He is, as he 
put it, “an elected official with 4 job to do, not a 
public servant.” 

If a senator feels that he does not have to be 
responsive to public opinion, what avenue of 
communication does that leave open to the public? 
There is no other way for public but to MAKE 
their voices heard and actions felt in order to force 
their respresentatives to listen.

The advancement of 
technology hus te acc ept 
responsibility for the extensive 
pollution of our environment 
but it also appears to be the 
sole hope for the discovery of 
methods to reduce pollution 

According to Dr. Vincent C. 
Rose of the Chemical 
Enginecring Department, there 
are at least 25 persons involved 
with pollution research on this 
campus. 

Projects are being worked on 
in the departments of sanitary 
engineering, environmental 
engineering, chemical 
engineering and others. 

The projects, Dr. Rose said, 
are generally funded by the 
university, the federal 
government or industrial 
concerns. 

The federal government 
recently awarded Dr. H. Perry 
Jefferies of the Oceanography 
Department $31,871 Lo 
continue research on the effect 
polluted waters have on the 
amino acids of organisms. 

A program that may draw 
the University and State 
projects closer together has 
recently been initiated, A 
10-year agreement for 
cooperative research in natural 
resources problems has been 
signed by Dr. Werner A. Baum 
and John L. Rego, director of 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

This agreement is expected 
to facilitate acquisition of 
research data and reduce the 
duplication of research 
projects.

This year the 
conference will be held at URI 
from July 2! to the 23rd. 
Papers on the theme 
“Reclamation and Reuse” will 
be presented at that time, 

Dr, Rose said a 
recently-instituted program 
should safeguard the 
Narragansett Bay against 
flagrant pollution. Operation 
Baywatch will co-ordinate data 
on oxygen content of the 
water. 

The new proposed 


anti-pollution legislation and 
stricter enforcement of existing 
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legislation may decrease (he 
blatunt  destruetión αἵ our 
environment, but the question 
artes how much time this will 
take. 


Dr. Rose said that if the 
public demands instant action 
on stopping pollution, it may 
damage the more important 
total view that is necessary for 
the pollution problem. 


Not only is a total view 
needed on the issue of 
pollution, but a total view is 
needed on the implementation 
of anti-pollution methods. 


Science must develop 


anti-pollution systems, the 
government must enforce 
anti-pollution statutes, and the 
public must be patient.

Pollution of Wordens Pond 
Caused by URI Sewerage 


In relation to large cities, the 
URI campus is only a 
microcosm; but, despite its 
size, URI shares the blame for 
the pollution of our 
environment. 

Residents in the Wordens 
Pond area, located about seven 
miles from campus, have 
watched as each Successive 
summer brings a thicker 
covering of algae on the lake. 

Mrs. William A. Burrows, 
whose husband is president of 
the Wordens Pond 
Homeowners Association, said 
that they believe the increased 
growth of algae is caused by 
υπ! pumping of impure 
water into a brook that runs 
into the pond. 

Wordens Pond is the largest 
fresh water body in the state 
and is extensively used for 
recreational purposes, 

A meeting of state and 
university officials and 
residents of the Wordens Pond 
area last month at the 
Perryville Grange created 
initiative for a campus 
investigation of the situation. 

Dr. Baum formed a 
multi-disciplinary committee 
to establish whether URI is 
contributing to the possible 
pollution of Wordens Pond. 
Mrs, Burrows said that the URI 
sewerage plant is pumping 
water into the White Horn 
Brook which is a tributary to 
the pond. 


Gabriel Vargo, a graduate 
student at URI, said that the 
URI plant removes water from 
wuste products, treats this 
water and then pumps the 
water into the White Horn 
Brook. From 600,000 to 
800,000 gallons of treated 
water are pumped daily into 
the brook, he said. 

The water mainly contains 
dissolved nutrients which 
stimulate the growth of algae. 
How much of the nutrients the 
treated water contains and how 
much of this water ever reaches 
Wordens Pond ure points the 
committee will have to 
establish. 

If the increased growth of 
slige continues, permanent 


damage may be done to the 


pond. If over a long period of 
time, nutrients ure added to 
the water, ulgae may grow 
throughout the entire year. 

A regional sewerage plant, 
which should be operative by 
1972 or 1973, will eliminate 
the necessity for URI to pump 
water in the brook. Mr. Vargo 
said that by law URI must stop 
pumping water into the Brook 
by 1972. 

Mrs. Burrows is optimistic 
that action will be taken on the 
pond situation, before 
permanent damage is done. She 


said that now the officials are 


hopefully a remedy will be 


forthcoming 
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of the word “State” reflects 
the Committee’s over concern 
with government as an all 
controlling force that demands 
subservience and 
Pega:

citizens if the definition of a 
“good citizen" is one who is 
concerned about the quality of 
his individual life and the 
quality of the society in which 
he lives. | believe that the 
"aims of democracy" need 
"good citizens" who are both 
law abiding and constructive in 
their efforts to formulate and 
change laws. I think a good 
citizen would acquire and 
practice the spinit of a 
university which the Report 
described near the bottom of 
page 14 “=. . (he) constantly 
re«examines and evaluates the 
culture through free discussion 
and constructive criticism, and 
hence promotes social change.” 

I feel the contrast in 
characteristics of 4 university 
and a military organization 
described in the full paragraph 
in the middle of page 15 is 
another example of unrealistic 
overt simplification, To 
characterize “. . .the mode of 
action of a military 
Organization is, of necessity, 
the very antithesis οἵ 
(flexibility, . . .open-minded- 
ness in the exchange of ideas, . 
. .) is a bit heavy handed. It 
may be true that the military, 
*. , 4s not concerned with the 
advancement of the culture. . 
," but it surely is concerned 
with the defense of the culture. 
In peace time it is always 
fashionable to ridicule the 
military, but we can enjoy the 
fashion because the military is 
under civilian control and we 
apparently have the military 
capability to resist external 
domination. 

I cannot fully accept the 
statement made in the second 
part of this paragraph that the 
military is ". . .not concerned 
with. . . full development of 


the individual. ..". Perhaps the 
word "full" is critical in that I 
don't believe any institution, 
even a university, is concerned 
with the "full" development of 
an individual. The fact is that

the military is concerned with 
the development of individuals 
both for sernce within the 
military and subsequently after 
leaving the SES An 
enormous amount time 
effort, and money is spent by 
the Department of Defense in 
upgrading both enlisted 
personnel and officers to 
develop their capability for 
service to the military and in 
many instances special 
programs are provided to 
enable military personnel to 
better prepare themselves 
(develop more fully?) for life 
subsequent to military service. 

If indeed, it were true that 
the military, “. . .cannot abide 
freedom of discussion, 
criticism, or the questioning of 
basic assumptions then surely 
the military would still be 
throwing rocks and swinging 
clubs. I do not doubt for a 
minute that the military 
organizations are more 


restrictive in freedom of 
discussion, criticism, and 
questioning of basic 
assumptions but to say that 
they cannot abide these action 
isan over statement. 

One of my most serious 
enticisms of the philosophical 
position taken by the Report is 
its overemphasis on the effect 
that the ROTC program plays 
in the education of its 
participants. Referring to the 
last three sentences of the 
complete paragraph on page 
15, the Report states that the 
military, “ perpetuates a 
status quo in social ideology 
and conditions; and the use of 
force in the resolution of 
conflict is the very reason for 
its existence. These attitudes 
are necessary and proper to the 
philosophy and purpose of the 
military services. They are 
embodied in ROTC, and an 
ROTC program is successful to 
the extent that it inculcates its 
cadets with these values.” I 
believe this ascribes an 
extraordinary amount of 
influence to the ROTC 
program and rather ignores the 
fact that the ROTC program is 
essentially an added-on activity 
to a Bachelor of Arts or a 
Bachelor of Science program. 
Primarily, the participants in 
ROTC are undergraduate 
students like any other 
undergraduate student at the 
University. It is hard to believe 
that a program, such as ROTC 
can subvert and undo all of the 
good that presumably is being 
derived by the student from his 
Bachelor's degree curnculum. 
It is hard to believe that 
student, simply by being a 
cadet in the ROTC program 
some how or other becomes 
immune to the otherwise 
liberal education which his 
fellow non-ROTC students are 
receiving. If indeed the ROTC 
program is so effective an 
educational force that it can 
change an otherwise liberally 
educated student into a 
creature dedicated to “a special 
military ethos" (line 2, page 
16) who has inculcated some 











harmful "'. particular 
attitudes through the 
mechanism of a special 
relationship between cadets 
and their military superiors,” 
(line 5, page 16) and who has 
also abandoned “Freedom of 
inquiry (in favor of) discipline, 
authority, and regimentation.” 
and who is indoctrinated to, ''. 
. .an unquestioning allegiance 
to military superior," then I 
suggest that we really ought to 
look at this powerful 
educational force more closely, 
the military evidently knows 
something that we do not in 
the field of education. If in a 
few hours of contact each 
week over a period of four 
years they can destroy a liberal 
education, then we ought to 
try to discover their technique 
so that we might learn how to 
provide a liberal education 
more forcefully and vigorously. 
Frankly, I don't believe they 
have any magic in their 
program. I do not believe that 
a program involving but eight 
hours of credit through the 
Sophomore year or an 
additional ten hours through 
the Senior year is going to turn 
out a mindless wonder who is 
capable of taking and passing 
the program of study required 
of all undergraduates but still 
not "learn" something of the 


human values we hope a 
graduate of this University 
acquires by the time of 


graduation. I cannot agree with 
the statement made in the 
middle of page 17, “Not only 
are the objectives and 
procedures of ROTC 
inconsistent with those of the 
University: they are 
diametrically opposed. The 
collision is head-on-between 
authority and special 
relationship on the one side 
and searching, free inquiry and 
expression on the other." To 
characterize the difference in 
philosophy of education of the 
University and the philosophy 
of training followed by the 
ROTC program as a “head-on 
collision” is an exageration. 

If, however, my position is 
unreasonable and I am 
insufficiently sensitive to the 
effect of ROTC and if indeed 
the Committee Ὁ final 
judgment in the last sentence 
of Section IV is correct, 
namely, “ROTC is thus 
positively harmful to the 
University's central aims." 
Then I suggest that the 
Committee's recommendations 
are unreahstic. If ROTC is 
"positively harmful to the 
University's central aims" Then 
| suggest that the Committee's 
recommendations are 
unrealistic. If ROTC is 
“positively harmful to the 
University's central aims" then 
it should be stamped out 
immediately or at least every 
effort should be made to 
terminate the contract with the 
Department of Defense as soon 
as possible. Something which is 
"posilively harmful to the 
University’s central aims" is 
like a little bit of pregnancy. It 
makes no sense to continue the 
program for four more years to 
have it continue doing harm to 
the University's central aims. Tf 
the pregnancy is harmful or if 
the end result is known to be 
terufogenetic then surely an 
abortion. is in order. Such is 
not the recommendation of the 
Committee however 

Thus brings mé to my 
concern with the Committee's 
recommendations set out in 
Section VI. 

| assume that there is some 
significance to the order in 
which the recommendations 
are presented. The Committee 


ort ‘Incomplete’ 


recommended the following: 

"(a) That the ROTC 
program at the University of 
Rhode Island be discontinued 
by no later than June 30 
1974; 

"(b) That President Baum be 
requested to communicate 
with officials of other 
Land-Grant Colleges — and 


Universities to explore whether 
they might be willing to join 
with us in asking the 
Department of Defense to 
provide new programs of 
officer procurement for the 
military services or to expand 
existing alternatives to ROTC: 

"(c) That the Department of 
Defense be urged to examine 
the academic offerings of this 
and other educational 
institutions. where existing 
courses which could serve as a 
desirable preparation for 
students who may wish to 
enter any one of the military 
services." 

Perhaps there is no 
Significance to the order in 
which these recommendations 
are presented but I believe that 
the Committee does attach 
significance to the order 

My reason for believing that 
the order is significant is based 
in part upon the discussions 
which took place in the 
committee meetings and the 
fact that a footnote was 


attached to the — first 
recommendation, namely 
"Two supplemental 


recommendations are implied 
and the committee believes 
they should be made explicit; 

"(1) That Freshmen who 
enter the University after 
September, 1970, not be 
permitted to enter the ROTC 
program, and 

"(2) That transfer students 
with two years standing who 
enter the University after 


September, 1971, not be 
permitted to enter this 
program." 

I think the Committee's 


intention is clear in that the 
majority opinion is to first 
establish a timetable for the 
termination of the ROTC 
program on the University of 
Rhode Island campus and then 
second see if an alternative 
program might be developed. I 
would like to suggest 4 
different ordering of the 
timetable, namely. request that 
the President communicate 


with President's of other 
universities {and not 
necessarily just Land-Grant 


Colleges and Universities) to 
see if a concerted effort might 
be made to develop a new 
approach to military officer 
procurement; explore with the 
Department of Defense the 
feasibility and acceptablility οἱ 
some new approach; set a 
timetable by which some 
progress in negotiations must 
be forthcoming, and if no 
progress is observed than steps 
should be taken to terminate 
the present ROTC program 4s 
expeditiously as possible. | 
believe this reverse order ol 
events is very much in keeping 
with the statement made in the 
last full sentence of the 
complete paragraph on Page 16 
which reads, “In the university 
setting, the underlying 
questions are: What is the basic 
purpose of this activity? What

"Nowhere else in the university 
do we permit a program to 
select its candidates according 
to a principle of “fitness” which 
rests almost exclusively on the 
commitment to a specific 
ideology." 

In support of his criticism he 
said that neither from the 
committee minutes nor from 
personal memory could he 
recall that any officers 
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Report — 


which, according to ΜΕ 
Breguct, wrongly implied that 
^ fair amount of evidence was 
considered — before — reaching 
aconcluxson. The conclusion he 
referred to was that "We (the 
committee) have heard 
evidence showing that ROTC 
officers attempting to engage 
their peers and subordinates in 
open-minded discussion of 
current social problems have 
been discriminated against in 
their assignments and 
promotions.” 

Mr. Breguet stated that he 
was nof in support of the 
present ROTC program, but 
that if it were removed from 
the academic community 
completely it would result “in 
ἃ more conservative, more rigid 
military establishment than the 
present one." 

The answer, he said, is not 


first the representatives of 
institutions participating in 
ROTC programs should unite 
and determine their goals of 
officer education, Second, the 
Department of Defense should 
then be appreached with those 
recommendations, and 
negotiations could take place. 
Third, if difficulties in the 
negotiations arise, abolition of 
the program should then be 
considered, and until that time 


such a move would be 
premature.

The Vietnam War was 
brought a little closer to home 
last Thursday when 258 
students, most of them from 
URI, marched through the 
downtown area of Newport 
and on to the Newport Naval 
Installation in protest of our 
government's Vietnam policy. 

The only disruption during 
the entire three hour 
demonstration occured when a 
protestor was pushed to the 
ground by an unidentified man 
who then ripped the sign the 
protestor was carrying. The 
man who was attacked was a 
Vietnam veteran who walked 
with the aid of a cane. 
Newport police said they did 
not see the incident. 

Paul Peterutti, the disabled 
veteran, broke through a police 
line at the edge of U.S. Navy 
property. A group of counter 
protestors helped Mr. Peterutti 
back to the line of the 
demonstrators. According to a 
spokesman for the pro-Navy 
contingent, Mr.  Peterutti 
tripped and was helped up by 
the men. 

Eyewitnesses from the other 
side of the line, including a 
BEACON reporter, Richard A. 
Raquier, saw Peterutti knocked 
down by one of the men and 
kicked by another before being 
roughly pushed into the arms 
of the URI Fatholic Chaplain. 

The chaplain, the Rev. David 
Inman,  wason hand -as an 
observer; a point made clearly 
evident by a white armband he 
wore marked "observer" and a 
name tag which also identified 
him as an observer, 


The pro-Navy contingent, 
however, had strong objections 
to Father Inman’s presence at 
the demonstration site. One 
member of the group, led by 
two local legislators, accused 
Father Inman of lending 
church sanction to E 
communist-front group. 


Another told the chaplain the 
Church was losing its flock 
because of the intemperate acts 
of young priests like the URI 
chaplain.

Father Inman tried to 
explain his position to the red, 
white and blue-necktied 
businessman, but his words 
went unheeded. 

The demonstration began in 
Miantonomi Park, which is 
located in the heart of the 
downtown area of Newport. 
The program consisted of a 


variety of speakers who 
advocated immediate 
withdrawal from Southeast 


Asia. Newport police, who 
were in abundance around the 
general vicinity of the park, 
and interested persons formed 
a large audience for the 
anti-war group, 

The demonstration 
proceeded down Newport 
streets with a police escort. 
The protestors carried signs 
calling for the immediate 
return of U.S. troops from 
Vietnam while others chanted 
“black power for the black, 
black people; red power for the 
red, red people. . . all power to 
the people!" Another chant 
sung by the marchers was 
"One, Thieu, Ky, four, we 
don't want your ———— war!" 


The marchers proceeded to 
the Naval station, chanting and 
singing or just walking quietly. 
The demonstrators called for 
the onlookers from windows to 
join them but their invitations 
went unanswered. 


The demonstrators were met 
at the Naval Base by a 
uniformed official Navy greeter 
who informed them that they 
could not cross over into 
government property. The 
protestors asked that a 
uniformed Naval officer meet 
them to receive a list of 
demands drawn up by the 
Student Mobilization 
Committee which called for 
the cessation of the training 
programs now being conducted 
by the U.S. government. 


The only people allowed on 
the base were people with a 
government identification card. 
Four demonstrators produced 
cards and were allowed to 
present their list of demands

Providence: April 15

An anti-war rally on the 
Rhode Island State House steps 
last Wednesday night turned 
into a demonstration against 
police brutality and oppression 
when about half the peaceful 
protestors joined in a militant 
procession through Providence 
Streets. 

A number of URI students 
participated in the illegal 
march led by Rhode Island 
Students for a Democratic 
Society. The protestors 
gathered after the peaceful 


rally and marched to 
Providence police 
headquarters. 


After taunting a cordon of 
police guarding the 
headquarters, the marchers sat 
down in the middle of a Route 
95 access road for several 
minutes before heading toward 
the downtown business 
district. 









The group estimated at up 
to 1000 flooded downtown 
Streets, blocked traffic and 
reprimanded those who 
insisted on hurling rocks at 
Storefronts. One window was 
broken as the protestors 
walked along Washington St. 
toward Kennedy Plaza 

As speakers addressed the 
marchers from the steps of the 
Federal Building, several stones 
shattered windows and set off 
the alarm system 

Police used exemplary 
restraint and merely Κερ a 
watchful eye on the angry knot 
of young people. One young 
woman, soliciting donations 
for Hari Krishna, a religious 
organization, was questioned 
by police interested in her 
unusual Eastern attire. The 
woman was permitted to 
continue circulating among the 
demonstrators and onlookers. 

The diminished number of 
demonstrators marched back 
to police headquarters then 
headed back downtown toward 
the Providence Journal 
building on Fountain St. Thes 
linked the Providence daily 
with the police as they shouted 
slogans decrying both. Several 
people ransacked the lobby of 
the building, overturning 8 
table, tearing papers and 
breaking a glass door. 

The unique demonstration 
continued for some time until 
most of the protestors had 
dispersed of their own accord 
Observers from the American 
Civil Liberties Union were on 
hand and one URI professor,

an ACLU representative, told 
the crowd over a portable 
loudspeaker system that they 
were there to report any 
incidents of police brutality. 
There appeared to be none 

According to police reports 
there were no arrests, but one 
man, the organizer of the 
wildcat march, was questioned 
by police for using a 
loudspeaker without a permit 
No charges were filed and he 
was released, police said. 


The only. violence of the 
evening occurred αἱ the 
ostensibly peaceful rally at the 
Statehouse. Three anti-war 
demonstrators flying Viet Cong 
flags were attacked by several 
short-haired youths who 
objected to the display of the 
flags. Several punches were 
thrown and two of the flags 
were forced to the ground. The 
third, flown by a 14-year-old 
boy perched atop a statue, 
continued to ripple in the 
evening breeze. 

Speakers at the rally pointed 


out the inequities of 
Vietnamization as a solution 
They called for continued 
protest against military 
involvement in Vietnam and 
other Southeast Asian 


countries; John McDermott, 
who spoke at URI earlier in the 
day told the Providence 
demonstrators power did not 
reside in the ornate building 
nearby but in the corporations 
whose signs illuminated the 
skyline across the railroad 
tracks from the rally site 













Governor Frank Licht 


Fed. Anti-Pollution Funds 
Called Inadequate by Licht 


Gov. Frank Licht told a 
University οἱ Rhode Island 
audience of about 300 people 
Monday morning that his 
administration intends to take 
forceful and vigorous action 
against all polluters of the 
environment À 

Gov. Licht, speaking at the 
opening of Earth Week in the 
Memorial Union ballroom, also 


criticized ^ the federal 
government for failing to 
adequately fund programs to 


fight pollution while claiming 
that the issue is a national 
priority. - 

The governor said, “On the 
pational level we espouse great 
ideals but underfund programs 
to implement them." He said 
the federal government's $10 
billion effort covers only 
sewage treatment, 10 per cent 
of the pollution problem, and 
$6 billion of that figure is 
slated to come from the states. 

Gov. Licht said his legislative 
package of 11 anti-pollution 
bills, six of which have already 
been passed by the legislature, 
“is a monumental step, the 
most intensive pollution 
control effort ever undertaken 
in Rhode Island." 

The governor said, '"We must 


take action to not only 
conserve, but restore the 
natural resources we have 


ravaged in the past decade." 

He said every level of 
government and every citizen 
must be committed to ending 
environmental deterioration. 

The governor pointed out 
that many national priorities

have become forgotten issues 
bécause interest waned. He 
urged that an informed and 
concerned citizenry maintain 
pressure for intense action and 


meaningful change on the 
pollution issue. 
Questioned on how he 


intends to stop pollution 
without curbing progress, the 
governor said he hopes to make 
pollution unprofitable and to 
foster the attitude that 
pollution control is part of the 
cost of doing business. 

Gov. Licht said the state 
government will provide 
inducements, but if private 
industry . will not undertake 
contro] measures, government 
wil step in to protect the 
environment. 

The governor said, in reply 
to another question, that he 
recognizes population 
problems in the United States, 
but has no local proposal for 
stabilizing population. 


This was the second 
appearance of the Governor 
within a week at the 
University. Last Thursday 


night he was questioned by a 
number of members of the 


Student Mobilization 
Committee regarding his 
position on several issues, 


relating to the Vietnam War. 


Although his speech was 
concerned with human nghts, 
the students asked him about 
his stand on the Vietnam 
withdrawal of troops 
referendum, and challenged his 
positions several times during 
the speech.

| would suggest that first of 
all we do away with the name 
and concept of Reserve 
Officers Training Corps and 
substitute instead the concept 
of Potential Officer Education 
Program which would be 
essentially a degree program 
leading to a liberal education in 
any major discipline of the 
students choice and might 
include, if the student should 
so choose and his curriculum 
permits, a number of courses 
of particular interest to the 
Department of Defense. These 
would NOT be courses in 
military tactics, leadership, or 
even military history. They 
would, hopefully, be courses in 
psychology, management, 
economics, mathematics, the 
biological sciences, the 
engineering Sciences, history, 
and so forth, Presumably, any 
of these engineering sciences, 
history, and 50 forth. 
Presumably any of these 
courses would be “good” for 
the student since we offer 
them to non-ROTC students at 
the present time and hopefully 
they contribute to the liberal 
education of our graduates. On 
the assumption that the 
Department of Defense truly 
wants educated men ας officers 
they should have no objection 
to potential officers taking 
such courses. Under this 
Potentia! Officer Education 
Program ] would, suggest as did 


President Odegaard of the 
Univeraty of ashington that 
there would be no military 


establishment on the 
University Campus, no 
uniforms. no driil, and 
certainly no collection of 
courses entitled Military 
Science Instead , those 


students — enrolled in the 
Potential Officer Education 
Program would gain their 
first-hand military experience 
during the summers at 
appropriate military training 
centers. The Potential Officers 
could, if the Department of 
Defense wished, be in a reserve 
status on inactive duty during 
the academic year and then on 
active duty for a few weeks 
during the summers between 
the Freshman and Sophomore 
years, and between Junior and 
Senior Years. As it is done now 
the students in the ROTC 
programs do spend some time 
in summer camps and my 
proposa] simply puts all the 
military experience into the 
summer programs and deletes 
it from the academic year 
program. At the present time 
the students are financially 
compensated for their 


participation and I would 
assume that such compensation 
would need to be continued 
since the participants would 
have less of an opportunity for 
summer employment. 


Basically, my opposition to 
the majority opinion as 
presented in the Committee's 
Report is that I would like to 
first ask the question, “Is there 
a better way to do this?" And 
after I have the answer to that 
question, ONLY then would I 
seek to change the status of 
ROTC,

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Sheekey Hurls No-Hit 
Shutout in First Start 


What can Brian Sheekey do 
for an encore after hurling a 
no-hit shutout in his first 
varsity start eight days ago? 

URI's first-year coach, John 
Norris, hopes to find the 
answer to this question às he 
wil lead with his sophomore 
ace against the Redmen of the 
University of Massachusetts in 
a 3 p.m. game at Bill Beck 
Field tomorrow. 

Although tomorrow will 
mark Sheekey's second start in 
the Rams' three games, the rest 
of more than a week should be 
enough for him. 

Tomorrow's game is a key 


- one, despite the fact that it is 


only the third contest for the 
Rams thus far this season. 
First, the team would like to 
have a good record before it 
goes into the roughest part of 
the schedule in May. A victory 
over Yankee Conference rival 
UMass would definitely be a 
fine start in that direction. But, 
secondly, UMass is the 
defending Conference champ 
and the team to beat this year 
once again. URI, with its 
returning hitters, especially in 
the infield, and its promising 
young pitchers could and 
should be in the race all the 
way. An upset victory for the 
Rams would definitely buoy 
the team's spirit. 

In Sheekey, Coach Norris 
hopes he has the pitcher to 
turn back the Redmen, who 
have excellent pitching also, to 
go with their fine hitting, led 
by first baseman Ray 
Ellerbrook. The Redmen 
recently bounced back from a 
loss to Connecticut and beat 
Vermont 10-8. They can hit. 
The Rams, however, are “up 
for it," according to Coach 
Norris. 

The Rams, despite the 
four-hit pitching of Gary 
Caffrey and Mike Stecyk, lost 
the first game against Brown 
April 14 in Providence. The 
fifth inning of the seven-inning 
affair proved Rhody's undoing. 
Caffrey, who had allowed only 
one hit through the first four 
frames. was racked for three 
earned runs on only one hit. 
Two more unearned runs 
scored on two Ram errors, a 
walk, and a hit batsman. But 
the key in the 5-2 loss was the 
pitching of Brown hurler Rich 
Flanders. A pitcher-outfielder, 
Flanders struck out 10 batters 
in the contest. The Rams, who 
outhit the Bruins 14-4 in the 
doubleheader, were led by 


shortstop Vin Sheehan, who 
went 3 for 4. Vin was playing 
with a sprained ankle, and 
Coach Norris praised his 
com petitive Spirit. Rich 
Crocker, an outfielder and one 
of the best hitters in the 
Conference last season, went 2 
for 3. Richie Potvin, an 
infielder, drove in both Ram 
tallies with a two-run single. 

Sheekey pitched his gem in 
the second game, which URI 
won, 3-0. The sophomore, who 
struck out 18 against UConn as 
a freshman, was in command 
all the way, striking out eight 
Bruins and walking four. The 
Roselle, N.J., native 
experienced his only difficulty 
in the last inning, when he 
walked two batters. 

The Rams were led 
offensively in the second game 
by left fielder Bruce Clarke, 
who batted in two runs, and by 
third baseman Paul Reynolds, 
who knocked in one with a 
single. Sheekey also helped his 
cause with a run-scoring single. 

Naturally, Sheekey drew 
praise and the starting 
assignment against UMass for 
his no-hitter last — week. 
However, Coach Norris said 
that he would not hesitate to 
use Brian as an outfielder to 
utilize his clutch hitting. So it 
seems that the sophomore will 
be a pretty busy performer for 
the Rams this season. Judging 
by his auspicious start, he 
deserves to be in the spotlight.

The URI track team made a 
fine showing on Saturday at 
the annual Boston College 
Relays. Placing Sth out of a 
field of 20, they were narrowly 
edged out of the top 4 by one 
point. Northeastern won the 
meet with a total of 48 points. 
Yale was second with 45, tied 
with Darthmouth. Fourth 
place was captured by Boston 
College with 25 points, 
followed by Rhode Island with 
24 points. 

The Rams won only one 
event, the javelin, with the 
team of Bob Bolderson (193 
feet 6 inches), Gene Rivard 
(182 feet) and Dan Pritchard 
(171 feet 2 inches). URI’s Dick 
Narcessian had the best throw 
of all the athletes in the 
hammer throw but the hammer 
team had fo settle for a second 
place finish behind Dartmouth. 
Dick's throw was 186 feet. 

Dartmouth also edged the 
Rams out of a first place in the 
pole vault by only three inches. 
Rhody's team of Wayne 
Findeisen, Scott LeBrun and 
Larry Pierce each vaulted 13 
feet even for a total of 39 feet. 

The Rams also took third in 
the discus, third in the long 
jump, fourth in the triple jump 
(John Cosenza had the second 
best jump of the day with a 46 
feet 3-3/4 inch leap), fifth in 
the mile relay and fifth in the 
two mile relay.

Northeastern had beaten the 
Rams in dual competition. The 
URI Team. weakened bv the 





absence of Peter Wilkins, lost 
valuable points to 
Northeastern, giving them the 
edge they needed to win the 
meet. 

Competing in cold and 
windy weather, the Ram 
trackmen were able to capture 
only five first-place finishes out 
of a total of 18 events. 

Most notable amoung these 
were the hammer throw. won 
by Dick Narcéssian with a toss 
of 168°7" and the pole vault, 
won by Wayne Findeisen who 
cleared 14". 

Other wins for the Rams in 
the varsity meet were by Dale 
Cerveny with six feet in the 
high jump, John Cosenza, a 
double winner, in the triple 
jump, with 45 feet 7-3/4 
inches, and in the long jump, 
and Gene Rivard in the javelin 
with a toss of 181 feet 2% 
inches. 

Northeastern swept the two 
mile, the 220 yard dash and 
the intermediate hurdles. They 
also won the mile, the 440 
yard dash and both relay races. 


The URI freshmen team 
fared better than its varsity 
counterpart, however, by 
defeating the Northeastern 
freshmen 78-76. Out of I8 
events the Ramlets took 10 
firsts. Bill Hickey threw the 
javelin 215 feet ἃ inches in 
winning that event. and by far 
surpassed the varsity efforts in 
the same event, 


Their other victories came in 
the 100 yard dash. high jump, 
hammer, discus, 220 yard dash, 


mile, broad jump and the pole 
vault. 

Friday and Saturday the 
team will travel to 
Pennsylvania to participate in 
the Penn Relays. Which js a 
major U.S. college track and 
field meet. Coach Tom Russell 
IS being honored at this meet 
by being the first Eastern 
University coach to be referee 
in chief of the meet.
